Ta Vinh, 34, a wealthy busi­ 
nessman of Chinese descent, 
was tied at dawn to an execu­ 
tion stake in the Saigon market­ 
place while a battalion of Viet­ 
namese paratroopers sealed the 
area to prevent any interfer­ 
ence from the city's large Chi­ 
nese population. 
Later in the day, Prem ier 
Nguyen Cao Ky's special anti­ 
corruption tribunal pronounced 
the death sentence on Dang Cao 
Sach, 52, form er treasury serv­ 
ice chief in the mountain resort 
of Dalat, 150 miles northeast of 
Saigon, for embezzlement going 
back to 1956 to cover gambling 
debts and extravagant living. 
Sach, father of six, pleaded 
guilty and asked for leniency. 
Ky, who attended the opening 
session of Vinh's trial, has 
promised to wage an unrelenting 
war against widespread graft 
and price manipulation that has 
contributed to the country's in­ 
flation. 
Vinh, a father of eight, was 
convicted of "economic sabo­ 
tage." The charges against the 
import-export firm manager in­ 
cluded hoarding, speculation, il­ 
legal transfer of funds and brib­ 
ery. The government rejected 
appeals for clemency. 
Vinh's 
wife, 
wailing 
and 
shouting In English, Chinese 
and Vietnamese, appeared at 
the square with seven of her 
children to plead for her hus­ 
band's life.

Command did not 
report any losses of planes. In 
the desperate effort to save the 
camp with air support last 
week, six American aircraft 
were lost to the Communist gun­ 
ners who set up 50-caliber ma­ 
chine guns in the jungled hills 
around Ashau. 


The Viet Cong shot down a 
single-engine UJS. Army L19 
spotter plane on a reconnais­ 
sance flight this morning 40 
miles northeast of Saigon. The 
pilot was injured and rescued. 
His observer was killed. 


U. S. pilots flew 42 millions 
against North Viet Nam Sun­ 
day, despite an overcast, the 
spokesman said. 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP)

walk flight of the Gemini 8 as­ 
tronauts was postponed today 
for 24 hours —until Wednesday 
—when leaks were discovered 
in an Atlas rocket and in a 
spacesuit circuit of the space­ 
craft. 
The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration reported 
the trouble was discovered dur­ 
ing checks that were to precede 
the final countdown. 
The astronauts, Neil A. Arm­ 
strong and David R. Scott, will 
use the extra time to further 
review their flight plan, the 
space agency reported. 
They had been reported confi­ 
dent as the launch date neared 
for their historic trip. 
The Atlas is to launch an Age- 
na satellite into space as a tar­ 
get for the astronauts to chase 
and hitch on to. 
The Atlas trouble cropped up 
when fuel was discovered in a 
pressurization line that runs 
parallell to a fuel line. The 
launch crew had to disassemble 
several parts before locating 
the leak in a gasket. It was re­ 
paired and officials said they 
should be ready for a Wednes­ 
day launch. 
The spacecraft leak was in a 
space suit circuit which Is to 
spearate 
moisture 
from re­ 
circulated cabin air during the 
three-day flight. 
The space agency said techni­ 
cians expected to have the prob­ 
lems solved In time for 
a 
Wednesday launching. 
The launch times for the trie- 
key space doubleheader will re­ 
main the same on Wednesday. 
The Atlas-Agenea is to blastoff 
at 9 a.m . to propel the 26-foot

Federalization of the unemployment insurance 
system would become the greatest incentive for 
loafing ever devised. 
That appears to be the sentiment of the na­ 
tion’s independent business proprietors on the 
bill now before the Congress, known as H. R. 
8282, sponsored by Rep. Wilbur Mills, Ark. 
In a nationwide vote conducted by the National 
Federation of Independent Business, 89 percent 
opposed this legislation, 9 per cent are in favor, 
with 2 per cent undecided. 
In Missouri the vote is 5 per cent for, 95 per 
cent opposed. 
The measure which would require states to pay 
unemployment compensation at higher levels for 
a maximum period of 26 weeks would also 
provide that at the end of 26 weeks, the Federal 
government would continue compensation for 
another 26 weeks. Employment for only 20 weeks 
would entitle beneficiaries to draw checks for a 
full year. 
Anyone who arbitrarily quits a job, or is 
fired for misconduct could draw benefits, and 
also refuse to take any suitable work offered 
during the period that benefits are being paid. 
The system would be financed by increasing 
the tax on employers and also increasing the 
amount of wages on which the employer would 
pay that tax to $6,600. In most states this would 
result in doubling the unemployment tax which 
is paid by the employer only. The proposed 
law would also affect all employers even those 
with a single employee. 
The strength of the opposition to this proposed 
legislation is not only measured by the high 
percentage of responses to the poll on the bill, 
but also from the unusual amount of spontaneous 
comments received in the offices of the Fed- 
eration. 
Commenting on the situation, C. Wilson Harder, 
Federation president says, “Our surveys on 
employment show already that it is difficult 
enough to get people to work in many states 
when pay rates for unskilled jobs must compete 
with tax free unemployment checks. 
“The California harvest fiasco last season 
demonstrated that as long as there are tax 
free compensation checks available, the un­ 
employed will not work for money on which the 
tax deductions are taken.** 
Proponents of the measure, principally labor 
union heads, claim this revamping of the un­ 
employment insurance system is necessitated by 
the changing conditions brought about by in­ 
creasing unemployment through automation.

Warren E. Hearnes surprised yet pleased 
most Missourians when he asked last week 
that the General Assembly take up 20 or so 
important measures in its special session 
which began Monday. Most of the proposals 
need immediate attention—they could not wait. 
And the Governor is not one to dilly-dally. 
The Governor’s proposal of 20 some legisla­ 
tive measures, rather than an expected four or 
five, is another indication that he is making an 
unusually vigorous governor who is determined 
to accomplish great good for the people and 
without delay.

There seems to be some doubt as to just 
when the observance of the Lenten fast began, 
but it has been traced back more than 1,600 
years and prevailed in different forms among 
different peoples at various times. Its duration 
has varied from 40 hours (from Good Friday 
afternoon until Easter morning), when the devout 
ate nothing whatever, to seven weeks. 
The present 40-day fast was established early 
in the seventh century, or about nine hundred 
years before the Pilgrims set foot on Plymouth 
Rock. This is quite a long time by any standard 
of measurement, and since there were no cans 
of Maine sardines on anyone’s shelves in all 
that time, Lent must have seemed very long 
indeed. Even the American Indians, who de­ 
veloped the art of catching these little fishes 
to a high degree of efficiency never got around 
to putting them in cans. But, of course, the 
Indians only did their fasting when food was 
scarce. 
Thus, it was a long time before the Pilgrims 
could get the local sardines — which are 
really little herrings — in cans. But, while 
they had to get along without this convenience 
and the variety — choice of oil, mustard or 
tomato sauce — they could observe the most 
rigid rules of Lent and still maintain the energy 
to hew the wilderness. It’s a pity, of course, 
that they couldn’t have known there was about 
96 calories per ounce, that they are composed 
entirely of polyunsaturated fat (arachidonic 
acid) and high nutrition protein with thiamin, 
riboflavin, nyacin, pyricoxine and all the B- 
complex vitamins. It would have been a sat­ 
isfaction to know, too, that there’s enough 
fluorine to help preserve the teeth for the day 
they can really be used again! 
All this, however, is part of the penalty of 
being born too soon. And that is something none 
of us can properly complain of.

WASHINGTON — The deeper 
this column digs into the deal­ 
ings of Sen. Thomas J. Dodd, 
D-Conn., the stronger is the 
smell of scandal. 
This column has made a pain­ 
staking search, for example, in­ 
to the financial records of his 
1964 campaign. The senator 
from Connecticut must have 
raised at least $500,000 yet 
aides swear he couldn’t have 
spent more than $130,000 on 
the campaign. 
Money contributed to help pay 
his election expenses have been 
traced to his personal bank ac­ 
counts. This column has evi­ 
dence, for example, that Dodd 
used campaign money to pay 
off private debts, finance home 
improvements, and take care of 
other personal expenses. 
His official report to the state 
of Connecticut, dated Dec. 3, 
1964, claimed contributions of 
$167,497.67 and expenditures 
of $174,159.44. The collections 
were at least triple the amount 
reported, and the expenditures 
were padded. 
The largest expenditure here- 
ported was $110,000 whichwas 
supposed to have been paid to 
the Randall Advertising Agency 
for radio, television and news­ 
paper 
advertising. 
Yet the 
actual budget submitted by Ran­ 
dall was only $101,306.31. 
Though 
a few extras 
were 
added 
during the campaign, 
these were wiped out by econ­ 
omies. Indeed, the agency re­ 
funded $1,000 in its final ac­ 
counting to Dodd. 
The senator also reported two 
payments to University Press 
of Cambridge, Mass., totaling 
$10,200, for campaign printing. 
A company spokesman recalled 
that University Press had done 
absolutely no printing for Dodd 
in 1964. In fact, the company 
wrote off as a bad debt a 
printing bill left over from the 
senator’s 1956 campaign. 
PERSONAL TRAVEL 
Dodd charged the entire $5,- 
500 that he ran up on his Amer­ 
ican airline credit card in 1964 
as 
a campaign 
expense. A 
breakdown reveals this included 


personal travel for himself and 
his family, including a Flordia 
vacation trip. 
One of the most puzzling en­ 
tries was $1,105.22 that was 
supposed to have been paid to 
Western Union for campaign 
telegram s. The actual Western 
Union bill was one-tenth that 
amount, or $105.69. 
Dodd also lists as campaign 
expense $697.50 paid to photo­ 
grapher Vincent Shields, who 
doesn't recall taking any cam­ 
paign pictures. He was actually 
hired to photograph the Dodds’ 
30th wedding anniversary party. 
A small $187.58 payment to 
Jersey 
Airways 
was also 
charged to the campaign. This 
was what it cost the senator to 
fly from the Democratic con­ 
vention in Atlantic City to Wes­ 
terly, R. I., the nearest air­ 
port to his North Stonington, 
Conn., home. 
Because he had appeared on a 
pre-convention telecast for the 
Metromedia television stations, 
however, 
Metromedia 
reim­ 
bursed him for the flight. Met­ 
romedia check no. 13583 
for 
$187.58, dated Oct. 10, 1964, 
was deposited in Dodd’s per­ 
sonal account. 
The senator even claimed 
a 
$57 expenditure for an electric 
heater for campaign headquar­ 
ters. However, the $57 heater 
was intalled, 
not at campaign 
headquarters, but in his North 
Stonington home.

The petty padding also included 
$579 to Schneider’s 
for cam­ 
paign “ luncheons" and$221.75 
to the congressional Country 
Club for “ political meetings." 
Schneider's is actually a liq- 
our 
store where Dodd bought 
booze, and the bills from the 
Country Club show that the en­ 
tire $221.75 was spent by Dodd's 
family 
for swimming 
and 
snacks. 
It is at least an interesting 
coincidence that Dodd was able 
to throw a gala wedding party 
for his daughter, Martha, on 
Oct. 12, 1963. This came at a 


time that he was having diffi­ 
culty raising $5,000 to meet a 
personal note. 
It also came after contribu­ 
tions had started to roll in for 
Dodd Day, a fund-raising event 
held in Connecticut on Oct. 26, 
1963. No less than Lyndon John­ 
son, then the Vice President, 
went to Connecticut on Dodd 
Day to help raise money for 
the senator's campaign. 


Though desperately short of 
personal funds, Dodd sudden­ 
ly came up with the money for 
an extravagant wedding— com­ 
plete 
with a 
pheasant - and- 
champagne breakfast, a full or­ 
chestra, and a wide-open bar 
at the fashionable Hartford club. 
Mrs. Dodd 
explained to in­ 
timates 
that 
she had saved 
enough out of her grocery money 
to pay for the extravaganza. 
There are other discrepancies 
in Dodd’s 
financial 
records 
which should interest the Senate 
Ethics committee. This column 
has offered to turn over the 
evidence to the committee, but 
the committee, 
so far, has 
seemed more interested 
in 
finding out how this column 
obtained 
the damning docu­ 
ments. There was no such in­ 
terest, 
incidentally, 
w h e n 
Dodd's own investigators se­ 
cured documents 
from state 
department files. 


The Ethics committee was es­ 
tablished as an outgrowth of the 
Bobby Baker scandal, to protect 
the senate’s good name. Its 
chairman is John Stennis, D- 
Miss., and the other members 
are Mike Monroney, Okla., Eu­ 
gene McCarthy, Minn., Demo­ 
crats; with Wallace Bennett, 
Utah, John Sherman Cooper, 
Ky., and James Pearson, Kans., 
Republicans. 
This time the man under crit­ 
icism is no mere senate aide 
who can be investigated without 
implicating 
senators, 
but a 
member of the inner circle. 
Under these painful circum­ 
stances, it will be interesting 
to see how the Senate Ethics 
committee handles the Dodd 
investigation. 


Rockefeller Pushing Johnson 
In Bid For Big Labor Vote. 
New York: — On the political 
poker table it's a 15- to 50- 
centJim it game. But the real 
stakes involve billions of dol­ 
lars annually and the political 
fortunes of M essrs. Johnson, 
Humphrey, 
Rockefeller and, 
most of all, Robert Kennedy. 
In this game some of the play­ 
ers 
keep raising the ante and 
each other because it involves 
new standards for minimum 
wages. 
There still is great pressure 
on President Johnson behind 
the scenes to raise the minimum 
to $60 for a 40-hour week im­ 
mediately and $70 next 
year. 
It is now $50 a week. The P res­ 
ident wants to boost it but not 
as much as the labor and liberal 
leaders seek. 
The problem has so much 
political dynamite in it that 
he's 
spending as much time 
on it as on 
anything except 
the war. 
Regularly he shoots off notes 
to the Council of Economic Ad­ 
visers, headed by Gardner Ack­ 
ley, whom the labor leaders 
rank slightly behind Sen. Dirk- 
sen on their hate list. 
However, the President asks 
not for advice. He asks for in­ 
formation. 
For example: What would hap­ 
pen if we raise the minimum 
wage from $1.25 to $1.40 now; 
or $1.50 two months from now 
or $1.60 next April? Suppose 
we break it up in nickel 
ad­ 
vances? Suppose we do it in 
one jump? What's the impact 
on inflation? What of industry? 
What of jobs in the South? 
The Council gives him its 
most deliberate thinking. The 
analyses are hurried back to the 
White House. Soon come more 
queries. But no report on the 
upcoming decision. 
He is playing it close on his 
vest. He, personally, will make 
the decision fully aware that an 
increased minimum wage is the 
issue - and no 14-B repeal — 
on which 
his friendship with 
some influential labor chiefs 
may get real ragged. 
They want a $7 0-a-week mini­ 
mum set by the federal govern­ 
ment some time in 1967. 
This is a big hike — $20 
weekly. But they feel that they 
should 
have 
had a minimum 
wage increase across the land 
last year and were done out of 
it by Congress. 
The President prefers to go 
easier. To get the $70-a-week 
he would 
have to battle Con­ 
gress. He would have a fight 
even on a $60«a.week proposal. 
But his strategy is being com­ 


plicated by Nelson Rockefeller. 
As predicted last month by this 
columnist, the New York Gov­ 
ernor has delivered to his newly 
won labor friends by backing 
a state minimum wage hike to 
$60 weekly. This is a quarter- 
an-hour more than the federal 
rate. 
Mr. Johnson has no inclina­ 
tion to permit the Republican 
leader to outdistance the fed­ 
eral government's liberalism . 
The President reportedly has 
grinned wryly over Mr. Rocke­ 
feller's maneuver. 
This is an election year for 
the Governor. A big minimum 
pay hike means a big pile of 
votes. 
If 
the 
federal government 
matches New York now, the 
tens of millions of low—income 
workers will long have forgot­ 
ten their 
escalated pay mini- 
mums by 1968 — the year ofthe 
Presidential 
election during 
which Gov. Rockefeller hopes 
to be a candidate. 
All of which leads to Robert 
Kennedy. 
All presidents as candidates 
worry about carrying New York 
State. I can vouch for that even 
with Franklin D.Roosevelt, who 
expressed such anxiety during 
my first interview with him as 
a kid reporter in *44. 
Mr. Johnson, surveying the 
State, has noted that the power­ 
ful vote • getting New York 
labor leaders have swung to 
Mr. Rockefeller because Sena­ 
tor Kennedy appears to have 
isolated 
himself from them. 
This could hurt the Democrats 
in the falls of *66 and *68. 
When, for example, the labor 
leaders were planning a mass 
demonstration 
and 
parade in 
support of the minimum wage 
increase to $1.50-an.hour 
in 
fear 
that Gov. 
Rockefeller 
would veto the bill as he did 
last time, someone suggested 
Sen. Kennedy as a speaker. 
There was a cold 
reception. 
No hostility. Just no empathy. 
One 
nationally 
prominent 
labor leader said they rejected 
Kennedy's name because "we 
don't figure Bobby, we don’t 
feel him, there is no presence, 
he just doesn't come around or 
call. (Sen. Jack) Javits does. 
He has really been in this fight 
for what we want most. And 
most of us haven't heard from 
n.c T,*nior Senator." 
These aic Democratic labor 
leaders. But they*il swing to the 
other party this year. 
This will give Rockefeller 
the votes for the blast-off he 
needs for *68. There's lots of 
political fortune in dimes and 
quarters.

Federalization of the unemployment insurance 
system would become the greatest incentive for 
loafing ever devised. 
That appears to be the sentiment of the na­ 
tion’s independent business proprietors on the 
bill now before the Congress, known as H. R. 
8282, sponsored by Rep. Wilbur M ills, Ark. 
In a nationwide vote conducted by the National 
Federation of Independent Business, 89 per cent 
opposed this legislation, 9 per cent are in favor, 
with 2 per cent undecided. 
In Missouri the vote is 5 per cent for, 95 per 
cent opposed. 
The measure which would require states to pay 
unemployment compensation at higher levels for 
a maximum period of 26 weeks would also 
provide that at the end of 26 weeks, the Federal 
government would continue compensation for 
another 26 weeks. Employment for only 20 weeks 
would entitle beneficiaries to draw checks for a 
full year. 
Anyone who arbitrarily quits a job, or is 
fired for misconduct could draw benefits, and 
also refuse to take any suitable work offered 
during the period that benefits are being paid. 
The system would be financed by increasing 
the tax on employers and also increasing the 
amount of wages on which the employer would 
pay that tax to $6,600. In most states this would 
result in doubling the unemployment tax which 
is paid by the employer only. The proposed 
law would also affect all employers even those 
with a single employee. 
The strength of the opposition to this proposed 
legislation is not only measured by the high 
percentage of responses to the poll on the bill, 
but also from the unusual amount of spontaneous 
comments received in the offices of the Fed­ 
eration. 
Commenting on the situation, C. Wilson Harder, 
Federation president says, “Our surveys on 
employment show already that it is difficult 
enough to get people to work in many states 
when pay rates for unskilled jobs must compete 
with tax free unemployment checks. 
“ The California harvest fiasco last season 
demonstrated that as long as there are tax 
free compensation checks available, the un­ 
employed will not work for money on which the 
tax deductions are taken.** 
Proponents of the measure, principally labor 
union heads, claim this revamping of the un­ 
employment insurance system is necessitated by 
the changing conditions brought about by in­ 
creasing unemployment through automation. 
Mr. Harder states that instead of government 
seeking to heap more welfare taxes onto the 
independent businessman, government should 
devote more energy to aiding small business 
to further expand and thus solve the unemploy­ 
ment problem.

GOV. HEARNES CALLS FOR ACTION THAT 
IS NEEDED 
Gov. Warren E. Hearnes surprised yet pleased 
most Missourians when he asked last week 
that the General Assembly take up 20 or so 
important measures in its special session 
which began Monday. Most of the proposals 
need immediate attention—they could not wait. 
And the Governor is not one to dilly-dally. 
The Governor’s proposal of 20 some legisla­ 
tive measures, rather than an expected four or 
five, is another indication that he is making an 
unusually vigorous governor who is determined 
to accomplish great good for the people and 
without delay. 
Of course, the budget—which admittedly is a 
big one but we do know Gov. Hearnes is 
sincerely trying to hold down mounting costs 
and increased taxes—had to be considered by 
the lawmakers. This is the primary purpose 
of the session. For the same special session 
the Governor wisely offered additional proposals 
that must be passed such as the regulation of 
billboards and junkyards. The state must ef­ 
fectively restrict signs and junkyards along 
all interstate and primary system highways— 
first of all, because of the sake of appearances; 
secondly, because Missouri could lose up to 20 
per cent it receives annually in federal highway 
funds. 
Just as important, the Governor’s proclama­ 
tion in part very wisely would authorize the 
Highway Commission to acquire, maintain and 
improve areas along the highways for the 
restoration, preservation and enhancement of 
scenic beauty. What a wonderful program! The 
legislators surely will pass this without delay. 
Most certainly the proponents would have the 
support of charming Lady Bird Johnson. 
It makes sense that the prosecuting attorneys 
in St. Louis and Jackson counties should work 
full time at their jobs, rather than take on 
additional legal business. This is another of Gov. 
Hermes* proposals, The Presidential disability 
amendment, another, has been ratified by 22 
states and Missouri must do so without delay 


b o the law can be incorporated in the constitu­ 
tion. Thirty-eight states must approve it, 
: On tne basis of our understanding one of the 
jnore controversial issues facing the special 
session is the change being sought to permit

and under the law programs must be offered 
to the parochial as well as the public school 
students.

Gov. Hearnes is on the soundest of ground when 
he foresees the possibility of need for a major 
state bond issue in the next year or two. In­ 
stead of going into it half cocked he asks the 
Legislature to authorize a study committee to 
determine precisely if it is needed, how large it 
should be and what projects should be included. 
Other proposals the Governor is asking for at 
this special session have much merit. Gov. 
Hearnes’ vigor, his experience, his imagination 
that results in creating new life and strength 
in Missouri are among his admirable qualities. 
Certainly his first years in office will be 
memorable ones. And he is more than making 
good on all he said he would in the primary and 
general elections. He deserves the support of 
the Legislature and of the people.

NOT SO RUGGED NOW 
There seem s to be some doubt as to just 
when the observance of the Lenten fast began, 
but it has been traced back more than 1,600 
years and prevailed in different forms among 
different peoples at various tim es. Its duration 
has varied from 40 hours (from Good Friday 
afternoon until Easter morning), when the devout 
ate nothing whatever, to seven weeks. 
The present 40-day fast was established early 
in the seventh century, or about nine hundred 
years before the Pilgrims set foot on Plymouth 
Rock. This is quite a long time by any standard 
of measurement, and since there were no cans 
of Maine sardines on anyone’s shelves in all 
that time, Lent must have seemed very long 
indeed. Even the American Indians, who de­ 
veloped the art of catching these little fishes 
to a high degree of efficiency never got around 
to putting them in cans. But, of course, the 
Indians only did their fasting when food was 
scarce. 
Thus, it was a long time before the Pilgrims 
could get the local sardines — which are 
really little herrings — in cans. But, while 
they had to get along without this convenience 
and the variety — choice of oil, mustard or 
tomato sauce — they could observe the most 
rigid rules of Lent and still maintain the energy 
to hew the wilderness. It’s a pity, of course, 
that they couldn’t have known there was about 
96 calories per ounce, that they are composed 
entirely of polyunsaturated fat (arachidonic 
acid) and high nutrition protein with thiamin, 
riboflavin, nyacin, pyricoxine and all the B- 
complex vitamins. It would have been a sat­ 
isfaction to know, too, that there’s enough 
fluorine to help preserve the teeth for the day 
they can really be used again! 
All this, however, is part of the penalty of 
being born too soon. And that is something none 
of us can properly complain of.

This column has made a pain­ 
staking search, for example, in­ 
to the financial records of his 
1964 campaign. The senator 
from Connecticut must have 
raised at least $500,000 yet 
aides swear he couldn’t have 
spent more than $130,000 on 
the campaign. 
Money contributed to help pay 
his election expenses have been 
traced to his personal bank ac­ 
counts. This column has evi­ 
dence, for example, that Dodd 
used campaign money to pay 
off private debts, finance home 
improvements, and take care of 
other personal expenses. 
His official report to the state 
of Connecticut, dated Dec, 3, 
1964, claimed contributions of 
(^R y|9l»67 and expenditures 
i f $l74LI5!a44. The collect ions 
were at least triple the amount 
reported, and the expenditures 
were paaded. 
The largest expenditure he re­ 
ported was $110,000 whichwas 
supposed to have been paid to 
the Randall Advertising Agency 
for radio, television and news­ 
paper 
advertising. 
Yet 
the 
actual budget submitted by Ran­ 
dall was only $101,906#3!a 
Though 
a few extras 
were 
added 
during the campaign, 
these were wiped out by econ­ 
om ies. Indeed, the agency re­ 
funded $1,000 in its final ac­ 
counting to Dodd. 
The senator also reported two 
payments to University Press 
of Cambridge, Mass., totaling 
$10,200, for campaign printing. 
A company spokesman recalled 
that University Press had done 
absolutely no printing for Dodd 
in 1964. In fact, the company 
wrote off as a bad debt a 
printing bill left over from the 
senator's 1956 campaign. 
PERSONAL TRAVEL 
Dodd charged the entire $5,- 
500 that he ran up on his Amer­ 
ican airline credit card in 1964 
as 
a campaign 
expense. A 
breakdown reveals this included 


personal travel for himself and 
his family, including a Flordia 
vacation trip. 
One of the most puzzling en­ 
tries was $1,105.22 that was 
supposed to have been paid to 
Western Union for campaign 
telegram s. The actual Western 
Union bill was one-tenth that 
amount, or $105.69. 
Dodd also lists as campaign 
expense $697.50 paid to photo­ 
grapher Vincent Shields, who 
doesn’t recall taking any cam­ 
paign pictures. He was actually 
hired to photograph the Dodds’ 
30th wedding anniversary party, 
A sm all $187.58 payment to 
Jersey 
Airways 
was also 
charged to the campaign, This 
was what it cost the senator to 
fly from the Democratic con­ 
vention in Atlantic City to Wes­ 
terly, R. I., the nearest air­ 
port to his North Stonington, 
Conn., home. 
Because he had appeared on a 
pre-convention telecast for the 
Metromedia television stations, 
however, 
Metromedia 
reim­ 
bursed him for the flight, Met­ 
romedia check no, 13583 
for 
$187.58, dated Oct. IO, 1964, 
was deposited in Dodd’s per­ 
sonal account. 
The senator even claimed 
a 
$57 expenditure for an electric 
heater for campaign headquar­ 
ters, However, the $57 heater 
was totalled,

It also came after contribu­ 
tions had started to roll in for 
Dodd Day, a fund-raising event 
held in Connecticut on Oct. 26, 
1963. No less than Lyndon John­ 
son, then the Vice President, 
went to Connecticut on Dodd 
Day to help raise money for 
the senator’s campaign. 


Though desperately short of 
personal funds, Dodd sudden­ 
ly came up with the money for 
an extravagant wedding — com­ 
plete 
with a 
pheasant - and- 
champagne breakfast, a full or­ 
chestra, and a wide-open bar 
at the fashionable Hartford club.

explained to in­

Rockefeller Pushing Johnson 
In Bid For Big Labor Vote. 
New York: •• On the political 
poker table it’s a 15* to 50- 
cent-llmlt game. But the real 
stakes involve billions of dol­ 
lars annually and the political 
fortunes of M essrs. Johnson, 
Humphrey, 
Rockefeller 
and, 
most of all, Robert Kennedy. 
In this game some of the play­ 
ers 
keep raising the ante and 
each other because it Involves 
new standards for minimum 
wages. 
There still is great pressure 
on President Johnson behind 
the scenes to raise the minimum 
to $60 for a 40-hour week im­ 
mediately and $70 next 
year. 
It is now $50 a week. The Pres­ 
ident wants to boost it but not 
as much as the labor and liberal 
leaders seek. 
The problem has so much 
political dynamite in it that 
he’s 
spending 
as much time 
on it as on 
anything except 
the war. 
Regularly he shoots off notes 
to the Council of Economic Ad­ 
visers, headed by Gardner Ack­ 
ley, whom the labor 
leaders 
rank slightly behind Sen. Dirk- 
sen on their hate list. 
However, the President asks 
not for advice. He asks for in­ 
formation. 
For example: What would hap­ 
pen lf we raise the minimum 
wage from $1.25 to $1.40 now; 
or $1.50 two months from now 
or $1.60 next April? Suppose 
we break it up in nickel 
ad­ 
vances? Suppose we do it in 
one jump? What’s the impact 
on inflation? What of industry? 
What of jobs in the South? 
Tile Council gives him its 
most deliberate thinking. Tile 
analyses are hurried back to the 
White House. Soon come more 
queries. But no report on the 
upcoming decision. 
He is playing it close on his 
vest. He, personally, will make 
the decision fully aware that an 
increased minimum wage is the 
issue — and no 14-B repeal — 
on which 
his friendship with 
some Influential labor chiefs 
may get real ragged. 
They want a $70-a-week mint, 
mum set by the federal govern­ 
ment some time in 1967. 
This is a big hike — $20 
weekly. But they feel that they 
should 
have 
had a minimum 
wage increase across the land 
last year and were done out of 
it by Congress, 
The President prefers to go 
easier. To get die $70-a-week 
he would 
have to battle Con­ 
gress. He would have a fight 
even on a $60-a-week proposal. 
But his strategy is being com­ 


plicated by Nelson Rockefeller. 
As predicted last month by this 
columnist, the New York Gov­ 
ernor has deliveredtohls newly 
won labor friends by backing 
a state minimum wage hike to 
$60 weekly. This is a quarter- 
an-hour more than the federal 
rate. 
Mr. Johnson has no inclina­ 
tion to permit the Republican 
leader to outdistance the fed­ 
eral government’s liberalism . 
The President reportedly has 
grinned wryly over Mr. Rocke­ 
fe lle r s maneuver. 
This is an election year for 
the Governor. A big minimum 
pay hike means a big pile of 
votes. 
If 
the 
federal government 
matches New York now, the 
tens of millions of low—Income 
workers will long have forgot­ 
ten their 
escalated pay mini­ 
mums by 1968 — the year of the 
Presidential 
election during 
which Gov. Rockefeller hopes 
to be a candidate. 
All of which leads to Robert 
Kennedy, 
All presidents as candidates 
worry about carrying New York 
State. I can vouch for that even 
with Franklin D.Roosevelt, who 
expressed such anxiety during 
my first interview with him as 
a kid reporter in *44.

So they go into the sem ifinals 
of the NCAA national basketball 
championship with the nation's 
No. 1 ranking, the favorites' 
role and an unparalleled history 
of success. 
“ Nobody could have foreseen 
th is,” said Coach Adolph Rupp. 
“ You could only dream about it. 
“ Naturally, we would 
have 
liked to have ended up unde­ 
feated, but 26-1 is a simply 
unbelievable record when you 
stop to think about it.” 
The W ildcats 
earned their 
spot in the NCAA sem ifinals at 
College Park, Md., this weekend 
when they turned back Big Ten 
champion Michigan 84-77 in the 
M ideast regional finals at Iowa 
City, Iowa, Saturday. 
They’ll next go against power­ 
ful Duke, ranked second in the 
nation and possessor of a 25-3 
reco rd , in one sem ifinal. The 
other matches Texas W estern, 
No. 3 in the country and 26-1, 
against unranked Utah, 20-6. 
Duke blew a 16-point lead but 
cam e back to take Syracuse 91- 
81 in the Eastern regional finals 
at Raleigh, N.C., Texas W estern 
just edged Kansas 81-80 in dou­ 
ble overtim e at Lubbock, Tex., 
and Utah subdued Oregon State 
70-74 at Los Angeles. 
A crowd estim ated at 20,000

“ A great tribute to a great 
bunch of boys,” said Rupp, who 
has called this the best of all 
his team s.

coached four NCAA champions, 
a record. 
Rupp gave his team a day off 
today — “ they’re more beat up 
than any football team” -- but 
will go back to work Tuesday in 
preparation for Duke. 
“ Duke is a good team,” the 
old Baron said, “ a formidable 
opponent.” 
Duke Coach Vic Bubas agrees. 
‘I think we can win the cham-* 
pionships,” Bubas said. “ We've 
got enough board power, enough 
speed and good outside shoot­ 
ing.”

The WBA Executive Commit­ 
tee scratched Clay as No. 1 
heavyweight contender Sunday 
and replaced him with Zora Fol- 
ley, who agreed to fight for the 
title here May 16. 
The World Boxing Associa­ 
tion, which really doesn’t cover 
all of the world, previously had 
stripped Clay of his title and 
had recognized Ernie Terrell as 
the champion. Falley had been 
rated second in the list of chal­ 
lengers. 
Promoters Lou Messina of New 
Orleans said Folley had accept­ 
ed an offer to fight Terrell for 
the title in City Park Stadium. 
The match would be recog­ 
nized as a world heavyweight 
championship fight, the WBA 
Executive Committee said. 
Jim Deskin of Las Vegas, 
Nev., quoted Terrell as being 
"ready, willing and able to meet 
any suitable opponent that the 
WBA suggested." 
Clay and Terrell had been 
scheduled to fight later this 
month in Chicago but the match 
was moved to one city after an­ 
other when the Louisville Lip's 
comments on being drafted and 
.the Viet Nam war reddened the 
ears of patriotic officialdom. 
Terrell finally backed out of 
the fight, voicing dissatisfaction 
with contract term s.

Is Quality Emphasis Limits Numbers

NEW YORK AP — Dozens 
of reasons are advanced 
as 
causes of today's shortage of 
doctors and health personnel. 
The diagnosis includes, iron­ 
ically, two elements that have 
| made American medicine very 
good medicine indeed. 
One is its quality, stemming 
partly from very high stan­ 
dards of medical school train­ 
ing, most observers point out. 
But this has limited the output, 
with only about 8,000 new doc­ 
tors being graduated annually 
from U.S. schools. 
Another is brilliant progress 
from research--newdrugs, new 
surgical and medical and reha­ 
bilitation techniques, all making 
ti* physician far more effective 
than in the old sugar pill and 
sympathy days of medicine. 
Today's doctors can do more. 
But, as inopen-heart surgery, a 
whole team of surgeons, phy­ 
sicians, 
nurses and 
other 
skilled people may become In­ 
volved for one patient at a time. 
A cardiologist estim ates 45,- 
6 0 0 heart attack victims, who 
now die soon after their at­ 
tacks, could be saved each year, 
if major hospitals all had in­ 
tensive care units. But each unit 
requires 
a 24-hour staff of 
nurses, 
doctors 
and 
tech­ 
nicians, razor sharp in skills, 
ready to rush to a patient's 
bedside at the first signal of 
trouble. 
Too many go into research 


for “ nice 9 to 5 jobs, leaving 
fewer physicians on the firing 
line seeing patients," says one 
busy New York City internist. 
“ Lots 
of the 
research 
is 
m inor." 
Administrative tasks, govern­ 
ment and military service, oth­ 
e r jobs also employ doctors. 
Right now, only 63 out of every 
100 U.S. doctors are engaged in 
private practice. 
Each 
year, 
10,000 
young 
American men and women are 
turned down in their applica­ 
tions to enter medical sehools-- 
88 of them now. There are five 
schools of osteopathic medi­ 
cine. 
At 
least 13 new 
medical 
schools are l>eing started, but it 
takes 10 years and $35 million 
or more from initial plans for 
a school to the first graduating 
class. And medical education is 
costly--$16,000 to $20,000over 
four years. 
Many rejected U.S. students 
have been going to 
foreign 
schools, 
but 
some of those 
schools are now closing their 
doors 
to 
them. 
American* 
trained abroad are estimated to 
comprise about one-quarter of 
the 1,400 newly licensed doctors 
each year who studied outside 
the United States and Canada. 
The rest constitute part of the 
“ brain drain" from other coun­ 
tries. 
“ Organized medicine and o r­ 
ganizations of medical educa­ 
tion are not facing up to the 
problems of the medical man- 
. power shortage," says Dr. Eliot 
Corday 
of Los Angeles, pres­ 
ident of the American College 
of Cardiology. 
Organizations, like individuals 
often tend to resist change. Dr. 
Michael E. DeBakey of Houston, 
Tex., notes that professional 
organizations tend to become 
“ guild-like, and rigidly 
and 


staunchly defend their health 
domains." 
Is it still necessary to train all 
medical students alike, he asks? 
Present laws virtually require 
this--to obtain his license, the 
physician must pass examina­ 
tions measuring his knowledge 
in many areas of medicine. 
“ But Is it really necessary for 
an ophthalmologist to know how 
many bones there are in the 
foot?" he asked. 
Numerous medical schools are 
in a ferment of re-examining 
and experimenting with their 
curricula, to streamline teach­ 
ing, make it more effective. 
A few are experimenting with 
compressing four years of col­ 
lege and four of medical school 
into six years total for picked 
students, and report this ap­ 
proach looks promising. 
Some 
observers 
stress 
a 
shortage of modern skills as a 
serious problem. 
The majority of doctors never 
go back to school for refresher 
courses, and are 
“ practicing 
today's medicine with yester­ 
day’s tools and information," 
declared Dr. W. Albert Sulli­ 
van, Jr., of the University of 
Minnesota Medical School. 


The manpower shortage in­ 
cludes pediatricians and phychi- 
atrists, medical school faculty 
--nearly 1,000 positions are 
listed as unfilled; nurses,tech­ 
nologists, medical social work­ 
e rs 
and 
librarians, hospital 
pharmacists, 
X-ray 
tech­ 
nician s, orderlies, and many 
others. 
Low pay often is blamed. 
Girls 
can earn higher in­ 
comes, in most cities, as sten­ 
ographers 
than 
registered 
nurses. 
Some groups of hospital work­ 
ers are notoriously underpaid, 
said Dr. John Knowles of M ass­ 
achusetts 
General 
Hospital, 


Boston, and “ you can't feed 
the poor sawdust and expect 
them 
to protect your birth­ 
right." And if, as applies to 
some big hospitals, “ You have 
dingy, shabby surroundings for 
people to work in, you wind up 
with shabby personnel, and not 
many of them ."

Imports Are 
Blamed for 
Closing Mills

NEW YORK AP -W hen 
a 
steel mill closes, as two did re­ 
cently, the American steel in­ 
dustry often blam es the result­ 
ing loss of jobs on the record 
volume of low-priced steel im­ 
ports. 
And the im porters just as of­ 
ten cry that the real cause of 
the closing was that the mills 
were obsolete and couldn't com­ 
pete with other domestic m ills, 
let alone foreign ones. 
The A m erican steel industry, 
is happy over its record output 
of 131 million tons last year and 
just as unhappy over the record 
im port volume of 10.4 million 
tons, up from 6.4 million tons in 
1964. 
The industry claim s that had 
that same amount of steel been 
made in Am erican m ills, there 
would have been close to 70,000 
m ore jobs for 
steelw orkers. 
Hence, the foreign competition 
meant that big a loss in job po­ 
tential . 
The A m erican Iron and Steel 
Institute says it arriv es at the 
70.000 figure by using Depart­ 
ment of Labor statistics holding 
that each billion dollars 
of 
sales in the steel industry in­ 
volves 47,000 workers directly 
employed — and 
almost 
as 
many more indirectly employed 
in allied industries. And the in­ 
stitute puts the value of im­ 
ports la st year at $1.3 billion. 
The loss of jobs in a commu­ 
nity where m ills close can be 
tabulated and the damage to the 
local economy can be computed. 
But getting a 
national total is 
another thing, since other steel 
jobs may be opening up else­ 
where. 
Actually the average employ­ 
ment in the in d u stry lasty earis 
put at 583,851, up more than 
30.000 from 1964. And in some 
a re a s, such as Chicago, there 
w ere periods when a shortage 
of 
available 
steelw orkers 
plagued the m ills. 
The Institute figures that 55,- 


OOO persons were added to the 
work force — or called back to 
duty — at one time or another 
la st year. But much of this was 
to replace those who died, re ­ 
tired or left to work in other 
fields. At the same tim e, auto­ 
mation of the steel m ills also 
was taking a toll of jobs. 
The American Institute that 
Im ported Steel 
charges that 
steelw orkers in this country a re 
being laid off “ because compa­ 
nies such as the U. S. Steel 
C orp., which recently closed its 
la st remaining mill in Donora, 
P a., and Jones Si Laughlin, 
which this month shut down a 
nail plant at Alquippa, Pa., re ­ 
fuse to modernize plants built in 
the 19th century.” 


The im porters also point to 
the reopening of some other 
plants because of the great de­ 
mand for steel, which brought 
output close to production ca­ 
pacity. 
Am erican 
steel com panies 
counter that they are spending 
$2.2 billion 
this year to build 
new m ills or to modernize or 
replace obsolete plants. 
Im ports really began to hurt 


when steel production here fell 
off last autumn. Now output is 
rising again,* and employment 
with it. But the industry would 
like to see im ports slowed down, 
legally or by persuasion. Im­ 
p o rters a re Just as loud in pro­ 
claim ing that foreign steel is 
helping American steel u sers, 
and thus creating some 
jobs 
here.
